Sometimes It is a mechanically I 


operated circuit breaker but more often It Is 
merely a fuse, a small piece of wire that m e l t s 
very 
e as il y 
when 
a 
heavy current 
pus-es 
through It breaking the circuit. 
Occasionally for one cau.se or another fu se s 
burn ou'. 
Sometimes it is inconvenient to get 
new f u s e s to replace those which are thus de- j 
•troyed and there aro always a lot of "wise J 
mjys’’ who know how to bridge fuses. They stuff 
them full of tinfoil, put pennies in back of them. 
trim the brass bushing so (hat it bridges the gap 
or ehe simply use a piece of wire. 
The result 
is that Instead of being a safety valve tho 
fuse becomes really a danger point. 
Instead of 
preventing trouble it causes trouble. 


It is easy for a man who knows nothing about 
electricity to say that he doesn t see any use 
for fuses. You may be sure that the electricians 
would not go to the trouble to put them in the 
circuit unless they were needed and you may 
be further sure that the inspectors would not 
require them unless they were absolutely neces- 
. for the safety of life and p r o p e r t y . 
Two fires occurred in Greensboro recently, 
both traceable to "defective wiring" according 
to tile report. 
Actually both were caused by 
defective fuses, fuses that had been tampered 
with by some meddler. One burned home will 
buy enough fuses to last Greensboro for many 
years, but people continue to take chances. 


A property owner would not think of shaking 
hands with a man and patting him on the back 
because he poured gasoline in the middle of the 
floor and struck a mutch to it. yet that same 
man will put his neighbor on the back and call 
ii im a good fellow’ when he "fixes" the lights by 
bridging a fuse. 
The latter is just as danger­ 
ous as the former and probably more so becauso 
electricity strikes whenever a short circuit oc­ 
curs and the little fuse is not on the job as u 


safety valve. 


There is no excuse for people taking needless 
and reckless chances with the safety of their 
property auld even of their loved ones, if it is 
the case of a home. 
The fuse is a little safety 
valve, a sentinel that guards day and night, and 
when that fuse is bridged the Fire Demon licks 
his red Ups and laughs—ho knows his chance 
will come some day.
